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VICE PRESIDENT DEFENDS BRANDT REPORT 
Jakarta STNAR HARAPAN in Indonesian 18 Feb 81 pp 1, 12 


[Text] International reaction to the Brandt Commission Report published in early 
1980 has been mixed, Vice President Adam Malik said Wednesday morning. “Some 
praise the report, while many criticize it,” he said, 


In his remarks at the opening of the Seminar on North-South Issues taking place 

in Jakarta 18-19 February, the vice president said certain groups think the 

Brandt report sets the right course but others consider it an unrealistic approach 
to overcoming the gloomy impasse now choking the North-South dialogue. 


Commenting on this difference of opinion, the vice president said that no one can 
disregard what surely is the principal mandate of the report, namely that “it is 
incumbent upon all the peoples of the earth to make basic changes in the structures 
and mechaniems of the international world order for the sake of peace and the con- 
tinuation of life together." 


Malik said that of the criticisms hurled against the Brandt Commission, the one 
often heard is that the appearance of the report is ill-timed and that it is unable 
to benefit international development today. According to this view, most of ° 
proposals for change in the Brandt report have already been put forward withow 
meaningful results by the nations in the Group of 77 through a number of inter- 
national negotiation forums. Furthermore, the substance of the report does not 
represent a significant improvement over that of the Pearson report, which came 

out about 10 years ago, meaning that it “faces a similar fate: to be read, dis- 
cussed, and then added to the library collection." 


According to Malik such opinions are inappropriate and indicate a lack of under- 
standing of the progress made during these past 10 years in worldwide considera- 
tion of problems in development and international economic cooperation. 


The vice president noted that almost all members of the former Pearson Commission 
were prominent individuals from the industrial nations. On the other hand the 
Brandt Commission called together leaders and interest groups representing both 
the North and the South. Moreover, a wide range of viewpoints and opinions was 
reflected in its membership, from the most radical to the very conservative.

Vice President Malik said that the consensus achieved on methods of approach and 
on concrete proposals for change included in the Brandt report constitytes a most 
impreasive improvement in viewpoint and thought. It proves that fundamental but 
even radical agreements can be reached in an atmosphere suitable for objective 
discussion, free from rhetoric. 


According to Malik, the Pearson report stressed the importance of foreign aid 
from the industrial nations to the developing ones, But the Brandt report takes 
a holistic approach to the issues, questioning the structural relationships be- 
tween North and South in the context of an increasingly evident and more balanced 
interdependence, 


Malik said the Pearson report accepted the international economic structures and 
institutions uncritically. The Brandt report on the contrary questions the 
essence, basis and effectiveness of those structures and institutions in the 
international economic system today. 


The Brandt report proposes changes in the international taxation system, the mone- 
tary system and world commerce, the energy price index, the World Development Fund 
and so forth, all of which had not been considered 10 years previously. 


For the developing nations, which call for one "new international economic order" 
and which are aware of how critical the world economic situation will be if con- 
ditions drag on as they have, it is much more important to look to the future and 
explore the concrete possibilities recommended in the Brandt report. So stated 
the vice president. 


Malik expressed his hope that the seminar would be able to discuss the appropriate- 
ness of the basic approaches and problem-solving procedures that were proposed in 
the Brandt Commission Report. "If they are not suitable, then what alternative 
approaches should be considered?" asked the vice president.

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MP'S UNHAPPY ABOUT POSSIBLE CUTS IN DUTCH GRANTS

[Excerpts] Jakarta, Monday--Several Indonesian parliament members have expressed 
their profound regret over the Dutch government's intention to decrease grants to 
Indonesia this year from 33 million to 13 million guilders. 


Drs Sudardji, chairman of parliament's 7th Commission, said Saturday he did not 
agree with the view of the Minister for Development Cooperation, Jan de Koning, 

as quoted in a press report in The Hague, that the reduction was due to Indonesia's 
profitable blance of payments. 


Indonesia does have a $7 billion balance of payments surplus today, he said. 
"But surely the Dutch are aware that the surplus is not backed by a balanced 
system o° export commodities." 


About 70 to 80 percent of the surplus comes from oil exports, Sudardji said. "Jan 
de Koning must know that a balance of payments of that sort is not as profitable 
as he says it is." 


The balance of payments surplus is substantial, he said. But Indonesian per capita 
income is no more than $400 a year, compared to about $3,000 a year for the Dutch. 
In that light, the Dutch ought to feel morally obliged to aid 'ndonesia again, he 
said. 


He stated further that the sum of 33 million guilders is really meaningless when 
viewed in historical perspective. 


A similar opinion was offered by Yusuf Zakir, a member of parliament's National 
Budget Commission from the Development Union Faction. He said that it's as if the 
Dutch have forgotten their historical and emotional ties with Indonesia. 


According to Zakir, a World Bank report in August 1980 shows that Indonesia is 
still categorized as one of the poor nations, even though it is the wealthiest 
among those countries listed as “poor.” 


Although the Dutch feel there has been a decline in their own economy, Zakir said, 
they should not be concerned with economic matters alone. They also need to be 





mindful of ethical and emotional considerations in their relations with Indonesia, 
a nation they once colonized for 350 years, 


Dra C.J. Simanjuntak, vice chairman of the National Budget Commission from the 
Functional Groups Faction, said that it would be better for the Dutch to take 
cognizance of Indonesia as it was in the past, during the colonial period, and as 
it is now, 


Accordingly, he called on the Dutch parliament to take all things into consideration 
before deciding on how much aid is to be given. 


"That is the kind of approach needed if the close, friendly relations cultivated 
till now are to develop further,” he said. 


Simanjuntak does still feel certain that Indonesia will continue to receive grants 
of the same amounts as before. But for a definitive answer on the validity of 
reports that grants would be reduced, he said we must wait till the next meeting 
of the IGGI [Inter-povernmental Group on Indonesia]. 


An AFP report quoted by ANTARA last week stated that Dutch grants to Indonesia 
would be decreased from 33 million guilders in 1980 to 13 million in 1981. 


But according to a press report in The Hague, Jan de Koning, Minister of Develop- 
ment Cooperation, said there would be an increase in the number of loans to 
Indonesia. 


Commenting on the U.S. government's new foreign aid policy, Sudardji said that the 
time has come for Indonesia to compile a list of foreign loans that is consistent 
with its ability to acquire the funds from abroad. 


If foreign aid begins to decrease, Indonesia must explore domestic possibilities, 
like increasing amounts of export commodities other than oil. 


In addition, Indonesia must be able to choose projects that are truly profitable, 
said Sudardji. 


Yusuf Zakir added that the U.S. government's new foreign aid policy shows us how 
ultimately each country is going to prioritize its own ritional interests, even 
though we know there isn't a country in the world that isn't dependent on other 
nations. 


"In this light, it is most important for Indonesia to increase its capabilities as 
much as possible in order to reduce these dependency relationships," he said. "Our 
task today is all the more pressing because of increasing signs of a world reces- 
sion, making it inevitable that aid from the industrial nations will decrease."

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NEW HAWK TRAINERS FOR AIR FORCE 
Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 25 Feb 81 pp 1, 8 


[Excerpts] Jogyakarta, Tuesday--Air Marshal Ashadi Tjahjadi, Air Force chief of 
ataff, officially presented eight Hawker Siddeley Hawk MK-53 trainers to the Air 
Force Training Command Tuesday morning at the Firet Training Wing of the main air 
base, Adistjipto, in Jogyakarta. The planes are to be used as advanced trainers. 


In addition to their main function of being used to prepare fighter pilot trainees, 
the Hawks, capable of reaching speeds of Mach 1.2, can also be utilized as tactical 
fighters in ground attacks, employing armaments that include 30 mm cannon, rockets 
and bombs. The Training Command thus will be more capable of slowly but surely 
meeting the increasing needs of the armed forces pilots. 


According to the chief of staff, every possible aspect was considered when choosing 
the Hawk trainers, including their operational effectiveness, level of technology 
and durability. Specifically concerning their operational effectiveness, the Hawks 
are advanced training planes that, in addition to their tactical assault potential, 
possess full aerobatic capability and can achieve superse ic speeds. 


Tjahjadi explained further that the Hawks employ advanced technologies, yet they 
can be utilized within the limited capabilities of the Air Force. “We can fly 
them, but we can service them too," he said. Furthermore, concerning their dura- 
bility, the Hawks can be used for a very long time. The continuing availability 
of spare parts has already been taken into consideration. 


The Training Command will use the Hawks to replace the L-29's, which have been used 
for almost 20 years and whose effectiveness is now limited. The hope is, then, 
that the new trainers, more modern and generally superior, will help to revitalize 
the Air Force pilot trainee program. 


Air Marshal Tjahjadi stated further that before long Swiss-made basic trainers are 
to be received. They are AS-202/18 Bravos with side-by-side seats. 


These advances, then, should help accelerate and intensify the trainee program in 
the future. They are all the more needed now because of a new program to commence 
soon called the LNT [Limited Service Contract] to train Indonesian youth to become 
armed forces pilots. 
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NIGHT FLIGHTS PROMOTED TO HELP FINANCE LARGE OUTLAYS

[Excerpts] Jakarta, Wednesday--Three airports (Kemayoran, Halim Perdanakusumah 
and Ngurah Rai) under the management of Angkasa Pura, general contractor, are now 
capable of mintaining domestic flight operations at night, according to Angkasa 
Pura's director in chief, Harry Subagyo. 


In a press conference yesterday at Kemayoran, Subagyo explained that certain in- 
centives are still needed to promote the idea of nighttime operations, like setting 
cheaper rates at night for the equivalent of daytime flights. He hopes, then, that 
the less expensive tickets will attract passengers to the night flights. 


Angkasa Pura has cut prices of airport services for the airlines in order to pro- 
vide financial support for the domestic flight operations at night. For example, 
it offers a 50 percent discount on landing fees. But these cuts are in effect 
only at night, between 2200 and 0400 hours. 


During the press conference, held on the occasion of Angkasa Pura'‘s 17th anni- 
versary (20 February), Subagyo related in broad outline the developments of the 
company he heads. 


Accompanied by members of the firm's board of directors as well as the executive 
directors of Kemayoran and Halim, Subagyo said that 1981 is quite an unusual year 
for Angkasa Pura, because it has been during this time that the company has made 
large expenditures for reinforcing the runways and aprons at Kemayoran and Halim, 
for the erection of a VIP building specifically for heads of state at Halim 
Perdanakusumah and the building of a special terminal for hajis and transmigrants 
at Halio. 


Rather sizable outlays have also been needed to help finance the development of 
Garuda's fleet of planes, hich now has wide-bodied jets like the DC-10, the 
Boeing 747 and the Airbus A-300. “It is absolutely essential, therefore, for us 
to expand our program," Subagyo said. "We want Garuda to operate successfully.” 


The director in chief admitted that Kemayoran Airport cannot yet be used at full 
capacity for DC-10 operations.

MITSUBISHI TO BULLD ASSEMBLY PLANT 
Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 18 Feb 81 p 3 


[Excerpts] Jakarta, Wednesday-<An automotive engine assembly plant is to be built 
in Indonesia by Mitsubishi Motor Corporation. The project is in line with govern- 
ment policy, which aims for full production in the automotive industry. 


Mitsubishi's directors, Mr Morita and Mr Arai, presented the proposal to build the 
factory during theic meeting with Industry Minister [Ir A.R. Soehoed at the Depart- 
ment of Industry Tuesday morning. 


Mitsubishi's plan is to build the plant with an initial investment of $120 million. 


Industry Department circles consider the proposal to be strong support for the 
automotive industrialization program called for in the Industry Minister's 
Directive No 168, 6 September 1979. They say the concept of building an automotive 
motor plant in Indonesia has long been advocated because it would mean lessening 
dependence on foreign assistance, conserving foreign exchange expenditures and 
employing the labor force. For example, during the first stage of operations, 
which Mitsubishi expects will be completed by 1984, 800 workers are to be hired. 
During the second stage, 1,000 workers will be needed. 


A number of other automotive companies should be able to take advantage of the 
plant's production facilities. At the least, Mitsubishi (Colt) will make good use 
of the plant's assembly line. It is estimated that production in 1985 will reach 
144,000 units. That figure is based on average increases each year of 20 percent. 
In 1980 PT Krama Yudha, Mitsubishi's Indonesian partner, turned out 57,000 units, 
when production nationwide was 171,000 units. The company's 1980 output con- 
stitutes a marked increase over the previous year's production of 32,000 units. 


The building of the engine assembly plant represents only the first stage in the 
plan. Full production will depend on the groundwork laid by the Indonesian govern- 
ment, meaning, for instance, how much progress is made in the Krakatau steel pro- 
ject, the Asahan project and so forth. 


Engine components in each auto unit are valued at about 30 to 40 percent of the 
total cost.

SOVLET, AFGHAN DEFEAT AT NONALIGNED MOVEMENT CONFERENCE

[Editorial: "Afghanistan and the Nonaligned Nations’ Resolution") 


{Text} The resolution passed by the foreign ministers of the nonaligned nations 
at their conference in New Delhi reflects a compromise between nations of dif- 
ferent views. Nevertheless, it is encouraging to note that all the participants 
at the conference succeeded in unanimously passing a resolution. The moral value 
of this resolution has therefore increased. Afghanistan, and even the Soviet 
Union, will find it difficult to disregard this. 


The nonaligned nations’ resolutions are in fact nothing more than moral pressure. 
Even the member countries do not have to abide by these decisions. If the deci- 
sions of an organization Like the United Nations are disregarded, then the deci- 
sions of the nonaligned organization are of even lesser value. However, nations 
that express their adherence to the principles of this organization want to see it 
become more effective. They claim that this organization is a healthy sign in in- 
ternational relations, that it should be encouraged and its decisions respected, 
and that they should endeavor to make it stronger and more effective. 


The Afghan delegate complained that the conference, by accepting the resolution, 
interfered in the internal affairs of his country and that this was a dangerous 
mistake. But the member nations in the conference did not accept it as inter- 
ference in Afghanistan's internal affairs. Nations that supported this interpre- 
tation of interference accepted the resolution to maintain unity. In this situa- 
tion, it has become imperative for both the Afghan and Russian governments to make 
their present policy more flexible. 


Regarding Afghanistan, Pakistan has always expressed the view that this matter can- 
not be solved through emotionalism or by placing blame on one another. The only 
way to solve this problem is for us to accept reality as far as possible, without 
sacrificing our own principles. This policy of Pakistan was interpreted differ- 
ently by individual nations. Some of the Western press blamed Pakistan for con- 
spiring with Russia and seeking some path to understanding. These are the people 
who do not care for Afghanistan or its people. It was only because of the Afghan 
crisis that they had the opportunity to establish a political front against Russia 
and in its shadow deploy their armaments in the Middle East and Gulf and thus in- 
crease their political pressure. Therefore, they would never want to see this 
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problem peacefully resolved or normalcy and peace reatored in Afghanistan. But 
Pakistan is seriously affected in every way by this situation, Therefore, Pakistan 
sincerely desires that peace truly return in Afghanistan so that the hundreds of 
thousands of Afghan refugees could return to their homes without fear. On the 
Other hand, it is to the benefit of Russia and ite allies in Afghanistan that the 
situation there become normalized, tension with neighboring countries be ended and 
no big power use this situation for ite own gain, thus creating tension on the 
international level. Unfortunately, the Afghan representative's initial reaction 
is hopeless and he has called this resolution a waste of time. but we hope that 
the Afghan Government understands the situation better and considers it wiser to 
cooperate with the representative of the UN secretary-general to create some flexi-~- 
bility in ite attitude so that negotiations can take place and the present tension 
begin to subside in the near future.

In response to a question 
concerning participation in the movement for the restoration of democracy, he said 
that if we had considered this movement and its activity as a benefit to the country, 
we would definitely have joined it. The national interest is the foremost responsi- 
bility of the Muslim League, which created Pakistan, and we realize this. He said 
that 4 months prior to the establishment of this unity negotiations had been held 
with him too. A jointly declared accord could have been possible, but these parties 
altered the original declaration. Three-quarters of their current declaration is 
different from the original and we cannot possibly accept it. There is no question 

of agreement, especially with its last paragraph. 


Pir Pagara went on to say that Sardar Mohammed Abdul Qayyun has no connection with 
this movement. In a meeting at Karachi, he had said that henceforth he would par- 
ticipate in the movement's meetings only after permission from the working committee 
of his party. Despite this declaration, he was sent out of Karachi. He added that 
Sardar Qayyum came to Lahore to participate in a meeting with his fellow Muslim League 
members. The movement had no connection with him. He said that the current situation 
in Pakistan is the result of the problems existing among various groups. These groups 
have been working for their demands for a long time. Pir Pagara also said that he 
often holds meetings with Professor Ghafoor and shat Shah Ahmad Nurani also met with 
him prior to his departure from Pakistan. Pagara will soon be meeting these leaders 
with regard to unity.
